Womens Political .. 
Convention To Be Held 
At Ottawa 


The need for educating Canadian 
women in politics and responsible 
citizenship was emphasized here 
September 29 by Senator Cairine 
Wilson as first topic for discussion 
at the forthcoming convention of the 
National federation of Liberal wo- 
men of Canada October 20-22 in Ot- 
tawa. ; 

Some 300 delegates are expected 
to attend this first Canada-wide 
rally of Liberal women since 1038; 

In announcineg the aims and pro- 
gramme of the rally yesterday, Sen- 
ator Wilson, president of the feder- 
ation, urged that women cease hold- 
ing themselves aloof and fearful of 
participating in politics, To achieve 
full citizenship, she said, women re- 
quired to study all forms of govern- 
ment—municipal, provincial and 
federal, She regretted the difficulty 
women ‘of any political party encoun- 
tered in securing nomination for pol- 
itical office and said the federation 
wished to promote the candidature 
of women. 

Formed in 1928, the federation’s 
activitiés fell off during the war 
years. The coming sessions will deal 
with reorganization, 

Following registration at the 
Chateau Laurier and a meeting of 
the executive on October 20, the op- 
ening session of the convention will 
take place October 21 with Senator 
Wilson in the chair and Mme Henri

ELECTRIO PIG BROODER 


“For the initial investment made, 
the electric pig brooder will pay the 
highest returns of almost any piece

‘ DODGE THE DRAFT 
At this season, when the tempera- 
ture is dropping, it should be remem- 
bered that drafts, while they may 
not in themselves produce colds, do 
sap the vitality, particularly of in- 
fants, the.aged and sickly.

changes in temperature and’ expos-,

of November. C. 'W, Traves, Poultry 
Commissioner for the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture says ‘that 
in the past there has been the cus- 
tomary practice to consider turkeys 


as a Christmas commodity, and very 


few people think of marketing them 
before that time, The early hatching 
of poults in commercial hatcheries 
and on the farms has resulted. this 
“year in a large number of turkeys 
that should be marketed now. 


Many “of the hatehesy produced 
poults come from broad _ breasted 
flocks, and the feather quality of 
this type of turkey is not of a very 
high standard in many instances, As 
the turkeys reach maturity and are 
ready to be put on the market, thou- 
sands of these birds develop dry, 
brittle, feathers’ that break off very 
easily. If the birde are kept two or 
three weeks beyond the time when 
they should be marketed, it is’ not 
long before they will be full of dry 
feather stubs, which will put “A” 
grade birds down to “C” grade be- 
cause it is impossible to remove these 
feather stubs. 


In addition to the lack of feather 
quality in many of these broad 
breasted turkeys, they have been 
developed for early maturity, and 
this means that if they are kept four 
or five weeks past the time when 
they should be marketed, they be- 
come staggy and are graded by many 
of the receiving stations as old 
birds, Also, many of these birds, as 
they reach maturity, tend to go off 
their legs. © 


The feed situation is very gerious, 
says Mr. Traves, and poultrymen 
cannot afford to feed any more of 
these heavy feed consuming birds 
any longer than is absolutely neces- 
sary. Birds that are now well flesh- 
ed and fully feathered should be 
marketed for Thanksgiving, and 
from now until Christmas time, as 
the birds develop, they should be 
dressed for market, not held for the 
final rush.

An aluminum roof paint, applied 
over existing types of roofs is said 
to keep the home as much as fifteen 
degrees cooler in hot weather, The 
action of the paint is attributed to 
reflection—it reflects the hot sun 
rays away instead of absorbing them 
into the roof, 

Interior decorators have long been 
familiar with the painting trick of 
making small rooms appear larger by 


the use of light “receding” tints on- 


walls and ceilings. 

Now something new has been add- 
ed—it has been found that painting 
the furnituré the same color as the 
walls and ceiling will cause the room 
to appear still more spacious. 

The approach of fall marks’ the 
logical time for examination of the 
roof to make sure that all is enug 
there for the winter, Often “a stitch 
in time” can be taken by prompt use 


of roofing ‘cements and roofing paints | 


Unless trouble is checked immed- 
iately, water may penetrate into the 
home and cause many times the ex- 
pense of repairing the original fault, 
Water penetrating through the roof 
can cause boards to swell and pull 
away from their fastenings. It also 
may result in plaster falling from 
walls or ceiling or acquiring stains 
that will mean re-finishing jobs. in 
the future. 

A practical way to try out colors 
if you are not quite certain of what 
you want, is to paint some large 
sheets of paper, or wallboard panels, 
and then put them temporarily on 
your walls, as you would fixtures 
and let the effect ‘wear’ on you for 
a few days. Note the effect both by 
natural light and by artificial light, 
to. make certain that thé colors will 
be satisfactory to you by night: as 
well as by day. 

When walnut tables or desks have 
become ink-stained to a degree which 
does not yield to cleaning, polishing 
and waxing, -remove all the old finish 
with, paint remover and then wash 
the surface with turpentine to get 
rid of any residue of the paint re- 
mover, before refinishing. If © ink 
stains still show, bleach them with 
oxalic acid in hot saturated solution, 
generously applied and left on the 
surface for twelve hours or so, Then 
rinse the surface thoroughly with 
clean water, and wait until it is per- 
fectly dry before refinishing. If the 
surface is not perfectly smooth, 
make it so by the use of fine sand- 
paper. " 

The article can then be finished 
with quick-drying varnish, applied in 
two thin coats, with the first coat 
allowed to dry thoroughly before ap- 
plication of the second coat,

Pasmo of Flax 


Pasmo is the latest disease of 
flax to attract attention in Western 
Canada. The disease has been 
known in Manitoba for several 
years, but it did not. appear in 
Saskatchewan until 1946. It has 
not been found .in Alberta. 

What is Pasmo? Pasmo is a 
fungus disease of flax, It causes 

; remature ripening and“drying of: 
the seed. The disease: first appears 
as small; brown spots on the Devas. 
Later, the diseased leaves tend to 
fall off, and distinct brown spots 
appear on the stem, These spots 
enlarge and join together to encircle 
the stem. Finally, alternate bands 
of brown and green are formed. 
These mosaic bands make it easy 
to ‘recognize Pasmo late in the 
season. 4 : 

Control. Unfortunately, none of 

» ‘the commonly-grown varieties of 

‘flax are resistant to Pasmo. Viking is 
classified as extremely susceptible; 
Redwing is quite susceptible; and 
‘Royal is less susceptible than Red- 
wing. The reaction of the new 
variety Dakota is similar to that of 
Royal. - 

An important ‘control measure 
for Pasmo is to keep flax several 
years apart in rotation, Another 
‘1g to completely turn under flax 
stubble as soon as possible after 
harvest — providing this does not 
interfere’ with soil conservation 
practices. These measures also help 
to control flax rust. 

Seed treatment with a mercury 
dust (Ceresan or Leytosan) is 
strongly recommended for flax, but 
it will not completely control seed- 
borne Pasmo. Sanitation and the 
use of good, clean seed will continu: 


measures: until varieties of flax 
resistant to Pasmo are developed. 

Identification. Farmers, country 
grain buyers, and others are asked 
to send specimens of Pasmo, or of 
flax plants .which appear to be 
affected by Pasmo, to Line Eleva- 
tors Farm Service, Winnipeg, for 
identification. Or, forward them 
directly to ‘your nearest Dominion

Garry Oats 
Many fatmers are asking for 
‘further information on the new 
variety of oats that has recently 
been named “Garry.” 

Breeding Work. The. work at 
the Dominion Laboratory of Cereal 
3reeding, begtinh in 1925, has 
becn concentrated from the first 
on the develépment of cereal 
varieties that are resistant to 
disease, At the.outset it wag real- 
ized that complete resistance to 
all diseases of importance could not 
be combined ‘in one variety in one 
step: that it would be necessary to 
proceed by stages. Consequently, 
in the oat beailios work, which has 
been continuously under the direc- 
tion of Mr. J. N. Welsh, the first 
group ef new varieties produced, 
namely, © Vanguard, Ajax, and 
Exeter, were resistant to the com- 
monly occurring races of stem rust 
but did not have resistance to other 
races of stem rust which, until 
recently, were quite rare in Western 
Canada. Unfortunately, these varie- 
ties were also susceptible to crown 
rust and to smut, 

Resistance to Rust and Smut. In 
the production of the new yariety 
“Garry,” the breeding beth has 

‘passed beyond the first stage. For 

instance, it. has now been possible to 
combine in one variety not only 
resistance to all the known races of 
stem rust but resistance to crown 
rust and smut aswell. In addition 
to this increased disease resistance 
Garry oats have good strength of 
straw, are medium early in time of 
maturity, and produce a good 
plump sample of white oats. 

Seed Distribution. Seed of Garry 
oats will not be available for general ° 
distribution until the end of the 
1947 crop season. 
seed, however, may be sent to the 
Dominion Laboratory of Cereal 
Breedingy at the University of 
Manitoba, Winnipeg. They will be 
kept on file and after at the 
‘rst opportunity, °
